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TARIFF AUTHORITY FOR MAJOR PORTS 
NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 27th September, 1999 

No* 5**®'/GHPT/5S/97-TAMP.—The Authority had passed an Order on 11 March, 1999, in case No. 
MF/CHPT/55/97-TAMP, relating to levy of additional charges (derrick charges) imposed on packages weighing 
above 20 tonnes by the Chennai Port Trust (CHPT). This was published in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary 
(Part ni, Section 4) as Gazette No, 15 on 11 March, 1999. 


2. Some representations have been received that the CHPT still levies hire 
charges even when the crane is not available because of being hired by another party. 
While passing the earlier order it was the intention of the Authority that a party shall not 
be required to pay for the floating crane when it is not available for hire at all for any 
reason. Possibly, the wording in the earlier order has lent scope for some ambiguity. 
The Authority has, therefore, found it necessary to pass this supplementary order to 
clarify the position and remove the ambiguity. 

3. Accordingly, in partial modifications of the said order, the sub-section (b) 
under item No. (viii) of the note under Scale 'C of Chapter III in Book I of the CHPT 
Scale of Rates is deleted and substituted by the following: 

“(b). In cases -where the heavy lift cranes though requisitioned for landing or 
shipment of package weighing above 20 tonnes but could not be spared 
by the Trust for reasons like maintenance, overhaul, repairs, non¬ 
availability of the crane because of being hired by another party, etc., as 
certified by the Trust's Chief Mechanical Engineer and when the heavy 
lifts have to be landed or shipped necessarily by the use of the ship’s own 
derricks."
